12. A method of operating jcondition user feedback for a computing system, 
comprising the steps of: 

monitoring an operating dondition of the computing system; and 
displaying an operating I condition message corresponding to the operating 
condition on a display panel of a user feedback mechanism of the computing system to 
alert a user to the operating cqndition independently of an operating system of the 
computing system.

operating condition is cured.

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signaling a power supfoly of the computing system to power off the computer 
system independently of the c perating system.
